HEW ORLEANS’ PRESSES 
SECURED BY SYNDICATE 


Million Dollars Deposited To Bind 
Crescent City Deal—Deal May 
Wave Some Connection with 
Square and Round 
Bale Fight. 


New Orleans. La., July 24:—(Special.)— 
One of the largest industrial, financial 
and commercial deals which has ever 


_been carried out in the south is now 


in process of consummation in New Or- 
leans and’ New York. It involves the 
purchase in part of every cotton com- 
press in this rity and their absolute con- 
trol in the hands of wealthy eastern cap- 
italists. 

One million dollars has already been 
deposited for the purpose of this gigantic 
undertaking. The sum to be paid to 
close it will involve several millions 
more. 

8. B. McConnico is the financier at 
the head of the syndicate which is pre- 
pering to take over the twenty presses 
which handle the cotton business in New 
Orleans. The syndicate is identified with 
the Carnegie crowd. 

According to the terms, 40 per cent 
is to be paid in cash based on the esti- 
mated value of the property and §& per 
cent in preferred stock, upon which 
dividends of 5 per cent ere to be guar- 
anteed. 

The only hitch in the deal !s in the 
matter of the presses owned by the 
Heine interests of Paris. The Heines 
are willing to surrender thefr holdings, 
but have notified the syndicate’ that 
they desire to sell outright for cash. It 
ig understood that the manager of the 
deal in this city has secured options 
upon every press upon the terms men- 
tioned. The negotiations have been car- 
ried on very quietly. : 

What the intentions of the syndicate 
are with respect to the property have 


not been learned, but it is suggested that 


the deal may have some connection with 
the struggle between the square bale 
and the round bale interests in the 
south. 

Cotton Oil Combine Is Off. 
Guthrie, Okla., July 24.—The scheme 
of placing all the cotton ofl mills of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory in a com- 
bination has failed. Options had been 
placed on the mills at Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City, Shawnee, South McAlester, Chan- 
dier, Chickasha, Darant and Ardmore, 
the aggregate value being several mil- 
lions. The announcement that the deal 
is off was made here tonight by W. H. 
Coyle, owner of the Guthrie mill. The 
deal was in the hands of a _ western 
representative of eastern capitalists, but 
the life of the option was too limited, 
it is said, to give the deal time to ripen 
sufficiently. All options were to be out 


on August 1. 


~ BIG UNVERSITY 


Kirkwood Land Company Agrees 
To Donate Site 


Rev. R. O. Flinn Says the South At- 
lantic Presbyterian University 
Should and Will Be Brought 
to Atlanta. 


That there will be established fear At- 
lanta a university by the Southern Pres- 
byterian church is almost a practical cer- 
tainty. 

It was learned yesterday that the Kirk- 
wood Land Company, of which Joel Hurt, 
Captain R. J. Lowry, Captain J. W. Eng- 
lish, George Parrott,. J. C. Kirkpatrick 
and several other leading *business men 
are promoters, has expressed’a willing- 
ness to donate a site on which the uni- 
versity may be ‘built. It was further 
learned that there are one or two other 
parties who will be willing to donate the 
land, provided the university will be 
placed here. ‘ 

Since the meeting of the Presbyterians 
in Atlanta some months ago, the question 
of establishing the university here has 
been agitated by the leading members of 
the church, and now it is thought that 
there is a strong sentiment in favor of 
the movement throughout the entire Pres- 
byterian church in the south. 

The plan that is now being considered 
is the moving of the Columbia seminary, 
at Columbia, 8. C., and the Southwestern 
university, at Clarksville, Tenn., to this 
place, consolidating the two and estab- 
lishing a university in the truest sense of 
the term. The matter is in the hands of 
a board appointed by the church several] 
years ago, known as the ‘board of re- 
gents for a South Atlantic university,” 
the untversity to be established wherever 
that board sees fit. 

Rev. R. O. Flinn Talks. 

Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, pastor of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian church, in 
speaking of the matter last night said: 

“Tt is my opinion that the university 
will be established and my belief and 
ardent desire that it be established near 
Atlanta, for this is the logical place for 
the location of such an institution. 

“It depends largly upon the generosity 
and lberality of the business men of At- 
lanta as to whether the university is 
placed here. If Atlanta will raise an en- 
dowment of $250,000, then the institution 
will be located near Atlanta. 

“While, of course, it has not been pos- 
itively stated by the authorities of the 
other two schools that they would be 
moved, even upon the condition that a 
sufficient endowment would be raised 
for the establishment of a university, yet 
it is believed that they would be moved. 

“Of course, if they are brought here, 
they will bring with them a considerable 
endowment fund, and this, added to 
what would be raised here in Atlanta, 
and what friends elsewhere would con- 
tribute, would bring the total endowment 
fund up to at least $1,000,000.

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POLICE PUZZLED 


Officers Believe Mapleton Man 
Has Skipped Out 


Foul Play Evidences Are Found in 
the Bottom of His Employer’s 
Wagon—Theory on Which 
County Chief Turncr 
Is Working. 


Felix Pitts, a resident .of Mapleton, 
just across the Chattahoocheé river, has 
mysteriously disappeared and the man’s 
friends believe he has been a victim of 
foul play. 

A muite and wagon that had been driven 
to Atlanta by Pitts was discovered late 
Wednesday afternoon in Hemphill in the 
Adamsville district, the body of the 
wagon smeared wifh blood and a pool of 
blood in the front end near the seat. 

Both city and county police are working 
on the mystery, but up to a late hour 
last night had obtained no clew as to the 
whereabouts of the missing man. The 
county police state that facts obtained 
by an investigation at the scene yester- 
day afternoon lead them to believe that 
Pitts has not been murdered, Wut that he 
voluntarily disappeared. 

Chief A. @. Turner, of the county po- 
lice force, states that Howell] Fdin, a 
young white man, saw the mule and 
wagon tied to a tree by the roadside about 
a mile and a half this side of Hemphil) 
Wednesday afternoon and that yesterday 
afternoon the body of a dead chicken was 
found within a few feet of that spot. 
Chief Turnet says the chickeh has been 
identified as one purchased Wednesday 
afternuon by a stranger from Justice of 
the Peace Willlam E. Wood, who resides 
2 miles from where the wagon and mule 
were tied. 

Pitts was employed by George Gloer, 
who conducts a farm near Mapleton, and 
had brought a wagon load of produce to 
Atlanta Wednesday. Chiéf Turner says 
he has learred that Pitts collected $5 in 
the city that was owing to Gloer and 
that the man also sold most of the prod- 
uce. 

' Chief Turner’s Theory. 

After investigating the case the theory 
of Chief Turner is as follows: 

Pitts came into the city, sold the prod- 
uce, collected the $5, and deciding to 
leave this section, determined to leave 


the imp.ession that he had been murder- : 


ed. He then purchased the chicken from 
Justice Wood's home, tied his mule and 
wagon to a tree, killed the fowl and 
smearei the wagon with blood. He then 
either freed the mule, or the animal later 
broke his fastenings and proceeded to 

Hemphill. 

Late Wednesday afternoon the mule 
walked leisurely up to the store and 
postoffice in Hemphill, conducted by A. 
H. G. Howell. Several men were sitting

STRIKING MINERS ARE LASHED 
BY FEDERAL INJUNCTION WHIP 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 24.—In the 
“Mother’’ Jones contempt cases today 
Judge Jackson rendered a decision that 
all the defendants had violated the in- 
junction prohibiting the union men from 
trying to persuade the West Virginia 
miners to cease work, 

In ‘“‘Mother’’ Jones’ case he suspended 
judgment, stating that she had been 
found guilty of contempt,, but as she 
was posing as a martyr he would not 
send her to jail or allow her to force 
her way into jail. He said he would 
hold the conviction over her and if she 
again violated the injunction he would 
sentence her heavily. Thomas Haggerty 
got ninety days and five others got sixty 
days each itn the Parkersburg jail. 
Hungarians, claiming they had not un- 
@erstood the injunction, were released 


' upon the promise not to violate it again. 


Judge Jackson, in his decision, defined 
the scope and power of an injunction, 
stating it was the most efficient, if not 
the only remedy, to stay irreparable in- 
jury and to punish those who disobey 
the order of a court g@nting the writ. 

“It is a mistaken idea,’”” he mantained, 
“to suppose that the courts of this coun- 
try abuse this writ.” 

Right of Laborers. 

Continu'ng, he said: 

“¥ do not question the right of the 
employees of this company to quit work 
ast any time they desire to do so, unless 
there is a contract relation between them 
and the employer which should control 
their Tight to quit. At the same time I 
do not recognize the right of an em- 
ployer to coerce the employees to con- 
tine their work when they desire to

“In the case we have under considera- 
tion these defendants are known as pro- 
fessional agitators, organizers and walk- 
ing delegates. They have nothing in 
common with the people who are em- 
ployed in the mines of the Clarksburg 
Fuel Company. 

No Right To Coerce. 

“The strong arm of the court of equity 
is invoked in this case, not to suppress 
the right of free speech, but to restrain 
and inhibit these defendants, whose oniy 
purpose is to bring about strikes by try- 
ing to coerce people who are not dissat- 
isfied with the terms of their employ- 
ment, which results in inflicting injury 
and damage to their employers as well 
as the employees. 

“The right of a citizen to labor for 
‘wages that be is satisfied with is a right 
protected by law, and-is entitled to the 
same protection as free speech. and

of free speech, in which the organizers 
and agitators indulge in trying to pro- 
cuce strikes.” 

The court then referred to ‘‘Mother’’ 
Jones’ speech near the  Kinnikinick 
mines, saying her utterances were the 
outgrowth of the sentiments of those 
who believe in communism and anarchy. 

The evidence showed that ‘Mother’ 
Jones had called the miners slaves; sald 
She did not care anything for injun-c- 
tions; that it was a duty to urge the 
men at work to lay down their tools and 
advise the men to strike; that the judge 
was a hireling of the coal company, and 
the coal operators were all robbers. She 
said in her speech to pay no attention 
to Judge Jackson or to the court, but 
just make the miners lay down their 
tools and come out. — 

Counsel] for the imprisoned miners are 
preparing for habeas corpus proceedings 
in the United States circuit court. of ap- 
peals at Richmond, Va., talleging that 
Judge Jackson had no jurisdiction in the 
case of “Mother” Jones and her assoc!- 
ates. 

It is anticipated that Judge Jackson 
will deal firmly with W. B. Wilson, sec- 
retary of the United Mine Workers, who 
has also been held fn contempt, but who 
is at his headquarters in Indianapolis. 
District Attorney Blizzard today filed an 
affidavit that Secretary W. B. Wilson 
violated the restraining order of June 
19 by making an inflammatory speech at 
Clarksburg, July 7, and another at Fair- 
mont, July 8, and asked the court for 
his arrest, Judge Jackson made the order 
that Wriison be arrested and brought 
within the jurisdiction of his court. 

Mitchell To Appeal to Roosevelt. 

Chicago, July 24.—President John Mitch- 
ell, of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, said today that Judge Jackson's de- 
cision would be Daid before President 
Roosevelt at once with a protest, and thai 
the president would be asked to inter- 
fere in behalf of American citizens. The 
case will be carried to the United States 
supreme court. President Mitchel] said: 

“The decision imperils the rights of all 
Americans in the courts." 

Wilson Expects Arrest.

TRAIN AT HIGH SPEED. 
STRIKES FREIGHT (CR 


Wreckage Takes Fire and Passengers 
Perish Miserably—Seven Bodies 
_.. Have Been Recovered and 
Probably Others 
in Debris. 


Dayton, Ohio, July.25, 3 a. m.— 
Seven persons are now known to 
have been killed and fifteen others 
more or less injured in the Pan Han- 
dle wreck near. here last night at 
10:30 o’clock. : 

Engineer Clark, of Xenia; Fireman 
Dwyer, of Cincinnati, and Postal 
Clerks Peters and McGowan are 
among the dead.. The names of oth- 
ers killed and injured not obtainable 
at this hour. All but the two rear 
cars of the train were completely 
déstroyed by fire. 

It is possible that several more 
met death ana their bodies consumed 
by the flames. 


Dayton, Ohio, July 24.~Engineer Clark, 
of Xenia, burned to a crisp under his én- 
gine, his fireman, of Cincinnati, his name 
unknown, head crushed, right arm brok- 
en and both legs cut om, three pasengers, 
two women and a man, burned to death 
in a Pullman sleeper, and a number of 
other passengers injured (how many can- 
not at this hour be learned), is the story 
of the wrecking of the Pan Handle limit- 
ed, from St. Louis, eastbound to New 
York, today, at Trebins Station, a way 
Stop a short distance from Xenia. A 
wrecking. train was hurried out from 
Xenia and another from this city with 
all the doctors that could be secured. 

Train No. 2 was flying eastward at a 
high rate of speed when the engine struck 
a loaded coal car, which in the darkness 
had escaped from the siding in Xenia and 
run down grade to the danger point. 
The engine struck it going at full speed, 
and was turned over with Engineer 
Clark underneath. The postal car, com- 
bination car, day coach, impelled by the 
heavy sleepers, were piled over the en- 
gine. Two Pullmans followed and were 
laid across the track at right angles. A 
gas tank under one of the cars exploded, 
setting fire to the wreck and the postal 
car, the coaches and two sleepers were 
destroyed. It will be late before any 
further particulars are obtainable, 

The wrecked train left St. Louis at 1 p. 
m., and was due in New York tomorrow 
at 9:40 p. m. It is due to leave Dayton at 
10:10 and was running twenty minutes 
behing time. Wrecking train left Day- 
ton for the wreck at 1 o’clock. 


TWO KILLED OUTRIGHT 
AND MANY ARE INJURED 

Connellsville, Ohio, July 24.—The worst 
wreck in the history of the Muskingum 
valley occurred today at noon near this 
city, and as a result two people are dead, 
a number injured, four or five seriously. 

The northbound passenger train on the 
Ohio and Ldttle Kanawha railway was 
passing over the. trestle when the rear 
coach turned over twice in its descent and 
fell @ feet. It is stated that the trestle 
had been weakened by the recent flood. 

The train was going at fast speed over 
the trestle when the rear coach fel! and 
was smashed into splinters.: There was 
no damage to any part of the train except 
to the coach which fell. There were thir- 
ty passengers in the coach, nearly all of 
them from local points along the Muskin- 
gum valley, as the train was bound from 
Marietta to Zanesville. Relief was 
promptly sent from this city and from 
Malta, which is on the opposite side of 
the Muskingum river from McConnells- 
ville,

Mayor P. A, Col- 
lins, of this city, was ‘‘moderator,” as he 
expressed it, and presented in order Ed- 
ward M. Shepard, of New York; Senator 
Edward W. Carmack, of Tennessee, and 
William J. Bryan, of Nebraska, who ex- 
pounded and discussed the issues of this 
campaign to marked satisfaction of the 
audience.

Hamlin, rival candidates for the demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination In Mas- 
sa husetts, were both present, while 


Lewis Nixon, of New York, and Con-' 


gressmen Wilson, of that state, and John 
R. Thayer, of Massachusetts, were con- 
spilcuous among the guests, 

The weather of the morning was 
cloudy and threatening, but at noon the 
sun appeared, and as a result the after- 
noon boats to the beach were crowded. 

Hon. Henry F. Hellis. secretary of the 
league, who was the active spirit in ar- 
ranging the meeting, marshaled his 
forces at the boat, leaving for Nantasket 
shortly after 11 o’clock, the party includ- 
ing all the organization’s guests.

4in recent years honestly submitted a sin- 
gle important issue to the arbitrament of 
‘the ballot, or even to the judgment of the 
members of its own party. It has writ- 
ten ‘ambiguous platforms and forced its 
policies through congress after elections. 

“To attempt to patch up an apparent 
hharmony between those who are not in 
sympathy with democratic purposes is 
“pot only a waste of time, but © would 
“prove disastrous.

Boston, July: 24—Hon. E. M. Shepard, 
of New York, said in part: 

“It is good for us to affirm the larger, 
underlying creed upon which we agree, 
whatever may be our differences in.its 


| application. ‘It is good for us, it is use- 


ful to the countty to affirm our agree- 
ment upon those questions of national 
policy which, in this present year, 1902, 
are ripe for’ practical: and-‘present de- 
cision by .the American ‘people at the 
congressional elections. Nor do we need, 
in doing this, to deny or defend, or per- 
haps, even regret the differences of past 
opinion, whether. among leaders of our 
party or among us of the rank and file. 
For democrats equally sincere, patriotic 
and intelligent -have, since American 
party life began, differed and differed 
widely wpon practical and present ap- 
plications. of a party creed to which all 
were devoted. Nor will such differences 
end, while party life continues sound and 
useful.”’ 

After alluding to issues on which the 
democratic party had differed and be- 
come reconciled in the past years, Mr. 
Shepard continued: 

“Now, the later differences over the 
treaty with Spain, or over military oper- 
ations in the Philippines, must not and 
shall not prevent a genuine and triumph- 
ant cooperation of democrats upon the 
questions practically pressing for popular 
determination at the polls.

SENATOR CARMACK LASHES _ 
TRUSTS AND IMPERIALISM 


July» 24.—Senator Carmack 
his speech with a tribute 
to the democracy of New Eng- 
land, who, he said, ‘‘through all these 
years have dauntlessly faced the brutal 
republican majorities that exist and per- 
sist in this section of the country,”’ and 
‘“‘wno, Ifke one of old, have always risen 
with renewed strength and courage from 
regular biennial contact with the earth.’’ 

After dwelling at considerable length 
upon the alleged departure of the repub- 
Jican party of today from the landmarks 
set by its founders, Senator Carmack as- 
serted that tthe concentration of wealth 
and power in the hands of a few men 
threatened the succession of the republic 
by “a despotism of force and corruption, 
operating for a time within we hollow 
form of a republic ‘until at last even the 
form shall perish with the reality of free- 
dom.” 

Adverting to what he termed Roosevelt’s 
“crusade against monopoly and plutocra-

London, July &4.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
was tonight the guest of honor at a re- 
markable dinner given in the house of 
commons by Archibald White Macon- 
chie, member for the eastern division of 
Aberdeenshire. 

-On one side of the host sat Mr. Mor- 
gan, and on the other Premier Balfour. 
The other guests includeq United States 
Ambassador Joseph H. Choate, William 
St. John Brodick, secretary of state 
for war;._S. W. Hanbury, president of 
the board of agriculture; Sir E. H. Car- 
son, solicitor general; Sir Charles Dilke, 
member of parliament; Sir R. B. Finley, 
attorney general; Clinton Edward Daw- 
kins, one of the partners in the firm of 
J. S&S. Morgan & Co.; Sir Thomas Lipton, 
Colonel Hunsicker, chairman of fhe? 
Nickel Corporation; George Wyndham, 
chief secretary for Ireland; Arnold Fos- 
ter, financial secretary to the admiralty; 
George Westinghouse, president of the 
Westinghouse Electrical Company, and 
Gilbert Parker, member of parliament 


for Gravesend. 
Dinner Was Informal. 

The dinner began af 8 o'clock in a pri- 
vate dining room within the precincts 
of the house of commons. With the ex- 
ception of Secretary Wyndham, who 
was obliged to return to the house of 
commons for the Irish debate, ae majority 
of the guests chatted until nearly ll 
o’clock. The proceedings were informa! 
and the conversation was peculiarly 
frank. The South African war, inferna- 
tional yacht races, the shipping combine 
and King Edward's health were discussed 
in turn. Mr. Morgan and Premier Bal- 
four were both particularly animated. 
One of those present said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: 

“It was one of the most remarkable 
gatherings in which I ever took part. 
Practically ’a quorum of the cabinet 
talked over, in the simplest, most open 
way, the leading American subject, 
which now vitally concerns both ¢oun- 
tries. To see Mr. Morgan. and Mr. Bal- 
four together one could scarcely tmagine 
that the former had ever been regarded 
as a bogey who threatened Engiland’s 
commercial existence, If some things 
which passed around that table could be 
repeated, it would be an eyé-opener to 
those who are fomenting commercial ri- 
valries between. England and America.” 

From another source the repregenta- 
tive of the Associated Press learns that 
Mr. Morgan was jocularly sanguine that 
America will retain the yachting cup 


cabinet displaying nervousness lest his 
majesty should be unable to fulfill his 
duties in the coronation ceremony. This 
was due, to no little extent, to the state- 
ment of the doctors that the king is not 
yet allowed to walk, and to the somewhat 
natural apprehension that the severe 
strain of a fortnight hence will prove 
too dangerous an undertaking.

Mr. Balfour somewhat allayed the feeling 
of nervousness by explaining that the 
doctors had been instructed that under 
no consideration whiatever must they de- 
cide upon the date for the coronation 
unless they were absolutely positive the 
king would not disappoint the people 
again. Mr. Balfour pointed out that as 
the doctors had shown so far such splen- 
did judgment it would be presumptous 
to doubt their judgment now, however dif- 
ficult it might be for a layman to under- 
stand how gq piatient, who could not stand 
up today, could be crowned August 9. 
There is no doubt, however, that the cab- 
inet will follow anxiously the king’s con- 
valescence during the coming week. 
‘King Still on His Couch. 

Cowes, Isle of Wight, July 244.—An offi- 
cial bullentin issued today on board the 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert, says: 
“The king continues to make uninterrugt- 
ed progress. Although his miajesty is not 
yet able to leave his couch, his strength 
is returning satisfactorily.’”’ 

London, July 2%4.—The British Medical 
Journal says: 

‘‘We are glad to be able to say that the 
king is doing well In all respects. - The 
wound is granulating well, but the king 
still keeps a strictly recumbent posi- 
tion and has not yet left his couch. He 
is moved from the bed to the couch daily 
and is wheeled back when the weather 
permits. There is no truth fn the state- 
ment that he has walked, nor is there any 
foundation for the assertion that he is 
worse, His majesty’s health is exeel- 
lent.,”’

At 
every town along the rgute elaborate 
preparations had been made for the re- 
ception of the president, and the stations 
were thronged with people who cheered 
and waved flags enthusiastically as the 
train passed.

Greeted by Thousands. 

Ten thousand people greeted the pres- 
idential party at Sea Girt depot. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and other distinguished 
guests were escorted in carriages to the | 9;

the station. As he arrived at the cottage 
a president’s salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired.

~ Bigamy Arrested, 


Does Not Deny His Identity, and 
Says He Has Letter Stating

Macon, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—Today 
Police Detectives Amerson and Jenkins 
arrested in Macon a young white man 
mamed Jeff Cochran, who is wanted in 
Forsyth for bigamy. 

Just two months ago tomorrow he mar- 
ried Miss Willie Edge, of Monroe county, 
and a few days since it was ascertained 
by her relatives that Cochran has a wife 
and child in Florida. 

Cochran, who is about 27 years old, 
floes not deny his identity and admits 
that five years ago he married Miss Hat- 
tie Vincent at Palatka, Fla. He says he 
separated from his Florida wife and came 
to Monroe county, Georgia, two years 
ago, and he was just in the act of suing 
for divorce when he received a letter from 
his wife’s brother saying that she was 
dead. Cochran declares that this letter 
fig now in possession of his sister, who 
resides in south Macon, and this letter 
will be produced by him in court in his 
defense. 

Cochran says he really thought his wife 
was dead, so he married Miss Willie Edge, 
of Monroe county. 

Recently a letter was recei¥éd by Miss 
Edge’s. mother from Cochran's Florida 
wife, which informed her of his double 
Marriage. He was confronted with the 
charge and a warrant was sworn out for 
hig arrest a few days ago and Cochran 
skipped out. 

The Macon authorities were -asked io 
be on the lookout for him and Detectives 
Amerson and Jenkins caught him this 
morning. 

He will b2 taken to Forsyth for trial.

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ICANTALOUPE INDUSTRY 
GROWING IN GEORGIA 


“Rome, Ga,, July %.—(Special.)—Over 
one-half million cantaloupes, faised in 
Georgia, will be shipped from Rome to 
eastern markets this week. 

A few years ago it was customary to 
raise a very limited number of thése 
melons for home.consumption only. Now 
—— are being raised all over Floyd 
county for the foreign markets. 

A. P. Redmond, who is acting as the 
representative of J. C. Brownlee, the 
well-known i:u#t magn, has already ship- 
ped something like five car loads from 
North Rome and -has in sight the ship- 
ment of twenty cars more. They are be- 
ing packed in refrigerator cars just us 
fast ag they can be handled. 

To more fully appreciate what twenty- 
five carg of these little melons means, it 
may be said that it represents 10,625 
crates, which, in turn, means 684,375 can- 
taloupes. The price paid is 75 cents per 
crate, which makes the crop t®@ the pro- 
ducer worth $7,970.25 at this one - point 
alone. 

Again, the melons shipped will average 


71-2 cents each at retail in Cincinnati, 
New York, Boston and other large 
cities, making Te fing) value of the crop, 
as shipped from one point by one man, 
worth $4,828.12. 

RM is impossible to supply the demand 
for the melons. A ready market could 
be found for five times the number ship- 
ped. The only melon being handled at 
all is the famous ‘“‘Rocky Ford,” and 
foreign dealers are simply clamoring for 
them. The greatest trouble to the ship- 
per and the greatest loss to the producer 
lies in the fact that at least half of the 
melons offered are allowed to remain on 
the vines until too ripe for shipment. 
This causes a great many to be rejected. 
The consequence of this is that canta- 
loupes ere a drug on the market in Rome 
and any quantity can be purchased at § 
cents per dozen. 

This is the first year that this industry 
has amounted to anything in Floyd coun- 
ty and the producer has many things to 
learn, but it is safe to predict that it is 
one of the. coming fields for the invest- 
ment of capital on a large scale. 


COLUMBUS WATER UNFIT 
FOR DRINKING PURPOSES 


Columbus, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—The | 


Columbus board of health -held a meeting 
at noon today fo take action in regard to 
the city’s water supply. ‘ 
A sample of the water furnished the 
city by the Columbus Water Works Com- 
pany was recently sent the state chemist 
to be analyzed, and his reply and analysis 
was received this morning. He stated 
that the water was loaded with orgianic 
matter in a state of putrefaction, and 
that it was unfit Yor drinking purposes. 
Yesterday afternoon the board visited 
the company’s reservoirs in Alabama in a 
body, and fr6ém what they sww concurred 
with the state chemist in his opinion as 
to the unwholesomeness of the water. The 
board adopted a resolution, declaring that 


the water now furnished by the water 
works company, which is obtained from 
Holland’s creek, is unfit for use, and 
recommending to the citizens that they 
discontinue the use of this water. The 
board declared that in its opinion the 
use of river water, taken from some point 
above the Bibb mills, would be preferable 
to the water now used. 

A committee was appointed to investi- 
date the advisability of the city’s using 
river water. This committee will have an 
analysis of river water made. 

As a result of the present situation an, 
election will in aH probability be held 
to determine the advisability of the city’s 
issuing bonds with which to build and 
operate a water works system of its own.

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NEGRO INTENDED TO KILL SIX. 


ADAMS, WHO KILLED WIFE AND 
DAUGHTER, SURRENDERS. 


Begged To Be Kept from Mob of Ne- 
groes in Americus Who, He 
Feared, Would Lynch Him. 


Americus, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)— 
Monroe Adams, the negro who Killed 
his wife and daughter last night, sur- 
rendered to Sheriff Bell late last night 
and begged to be saved from lynching 
at the hands of infuriated crowds of col- 
ored citizens gathered at his home. 

Adams states today that the Killing 
of his wife was unintentional, as he 
meant to kill his sister in law when 
he fired. He expressed gratification at 
having killed his daughter and gave 
Sheriff Bell the names of four other ne- 
groes whom he*declares he also intended 
killing last night. His daughter was to 
have been married tomorrow, and the 


thought of having to give her up is as- 
signed as the motive for the murder. 


Adams’ other intended victims were rela- 


tives of the girl who were abetting the 
marriage. 

When captured Adams still had seven 
buckshot shells, a pint of whisky and a 
bottle of strychnine in his pockets. He 
declares he contemplated suicide with 
strychnine. after having murdered his 
five victims. Adams is a professional 
cook and a mulatto negro of unusual in- 
telligence. His previous reputation is not 
good.

Robert Woodward Barnwell, bishop of 
the Episcopal diocese of Alabama, died 
@t the city infirmary today at 3 o’cfock 
in the afternoon. 

Just twenty-eight hours before his 
Aeath Bishop Barnwell was operated on 
for appendicitis. The operation was the 
Only chance of his living, and he gladly 
accepted the little hope which his phy- 
Sicians held out to him. The operation 
Was performed at 11 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, when an abscess was found 
both in front and behing the appendix, 
Which were also perforated. Yesterday 
@vening after the operation he rallied 
rapidly and his physicians were confi- 
dent that it would prove successful. He 
rested well until a late hour last night, 
when he became very restless and spent 
an uneasy night. This morning he quiet- 
ed down and as no alarming symptoms 
developed his physicians were greatly 
@lated over the success of the opera- 
‘tion. 

Up to 2 o’clock this aftert&oon every 
Indication pointea to the rapid recovery 
of the bishop, but after that hour he 
began to sink and continued to do so 
until 3 o’clock, when, surrounded by his 
wife and segen children and perfectly 
conscious, the end came. 

His physicians, who have been ton- 
Btantly at his bedside since the opera- 
tion was performed, attribute fis death 
to the sinking spell which they say was 
probably due to nervous prostration, as 
there were no signs of peritonitis or any 
Other blood poisoning. 

Born in South Carolina. 


Bishop Barnwell was born in Beaufort, 
BS. C., on December 27, 1849. He received 
his collegiate education at Trinity col- 
lege, Hartford, Conn., where he grad- 
uated in 1871, after which he took a two- 
\years course at the general theological 
seminary in New York. He was made 
Geacon in 1873, and was advanced to the 
priesthood in 1876. Immediately after his 
ordination to the priesthood he became 
gector of Trinity church, Griffin, Ga., 
where he remained two years, when he 
went to Demopolis, Ala., to Trinity 
church. In 188) he accepted the rector- 
ship of St. Paul Episcopal church, this 
city, where he served for twenty years. 

On May 18, 1900, he was elected bishop 
coadjutor, succeeding the late M. H. 
Jackson, and shortly after his election 
Bishop R. H. Wilmer died, and on July 
25, 1900. he was ordained bishop of Ala- 
bema-at St. Paul church in this city.» 

Bishop Barnwell was_a Mason, being 
a prominent member of Selma Fraternal 
dodge No. 27. 

The funeral will take place there at 
10:30 o’clock Saturday morning, at 
which several bishops from neighboring 
states will be present.

POINTS OF ATTACK 
ON GOVERNOR JELKS 


Johnston Says He Was an Accident 
and Opposed Primary. 


ALABAMA CAMPAIGN OPENED 


First Guns Fired in Montgomery by 
Candidates Waller and Johnston. 
Large Audience Present 
and Applauded Spe 2ches 
~ Wery Liberally. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 24.—(Special.)— 
One of the issues in the present cam- 
paign is the size of the audiences. Pro- 
fessor McDonald, at whose theater the 
Johnston-Waller campaign was launched 
here tonight, says he counted them and 
80 white men and one negro were in 
the house. Charles F. Moritz, member 
_of the campaign committee, presided and 
Waller opened the speaking with a sharp 
‘attack on Governor Jelks. The two 
points of attack were that Governor 
| Jelks is an accident and that he was an 
eleventh hour man on the primary band 
wagon, coming to it after the fight was 
won. Mr. Waller described the organiza- 
tion behind the primary and now behind 
himself and Johnston as extending to 
every hamlet in the state. He advocated 
a new election law, abolishing the Aus- 
tralian system and with marked ballots. 
He uniformly alluded to Dr. Cunning- 
ham, rival candidate for Heutenant gov- 
ernor, as “glittering generalities,” and 
ascribed the entry of Knox and others 
into the Jelks camp to a desire to pre- 
vent Bankhead from monopolizing the 
senatorial possibilities. Mr. Waller made 
the statement that if they would take 
Cunningham down and right the wrong 
done to Senator Meador he would get 
out. None of his sallies were vicious, 
and they provoked great laughter. He 
declared his readiness to make a joint 
canvass with Cunningham, 

Governor Johnston Speaks. 

Governor Johnston reviewed his admin- 
istration briefly: declared that not a dol- 
lar of the people’s money had _ been 
wrongfully apent and challenged any 
one {n the andience to name an instance. 
‘He provoked considerable applause by 
saying: 

“TIT am in a city where many Ditter 
things are said of me. Name the dollar 
now, and don’t wait to stick your dirty 
knife in my back after I am gone.”’ 

The speaker declared that he was run- 
ning only for governor. He was making 
the fight on the principle that the people 
should nominate their officers and not a 
political ring, a sentiment warmly ap- 
plauded. He expressed regret that Gov- 
ernor Jelks had not accepted his invita- 
tion to a joint discussion. If the gov- 
ernor were here he would ask him to 


cept decapitate a colonel and a few ma- 
jors. : 

The governor's sallies, like those of 
Mr. Waller, were not vicious and all ap- 
plause was tempered with laughter. Fe 
said the new constitution, both in its 
letter and spirit, declared that Jelks 
could not succeed himself, but the ques- 
tion would never get to a supreme court, 
because Jelks would be out-of it after 
August 25. 

Altogether, the opening of the cam- 
paign at the capital was characterized 
,by enthusiasm and good temper, fersonal 
Sallies at the expense of Governor Jelks 
being its dominant note.

CHANGE OF VENUE IS ASKED. 


Cockrell Says Enemies Would Not 
Give Him Justice. 


Texington, Ky., July 24.—The petition 
of Tom Cockrell, charged with killing Ben 
Hargis at Jackson, asking for change of 
venue to any other county than Breathitt, 
except Knott and Lee, and which is made 
public here today, makes the extraordi- 
nary statement that Breathitt and the 
other counties named are so completely 
under control of his enemies who are 
wealthy and influential that he would be 
certain to be adjudged guilty. The plea 
contains a bitter arraignment of the Har- 
gises.

Landing of Sir Walter Raleigh. 

At Manteo, the county seat of Dare 
county, in historic Roanoke island, there 
were held today very interesting public 
exercises in commemoration of ‘the land- 
ing of Sir Walter Raleigh, colonist, under 
Anadas and Barlowe, there in July, 154. 
This was the earliest English settlement 
in what is now the territory of the United 
States. The celebration today was in- 
spired by the State Literary and His- 
torical Society, which, though not yet two 
years old, has accomplished great things. 
The exercises as held were as follows: 

This morning there was a preliminary 
business meeting of the celebration com- 
mittee, after which there was an address 
of welcome by C. R. Pugh, of Manteo, 
and a response by W. D. Pruden, Eden- 
ton.

An address, ‘‘The 
Sound Section of North Carolina,” was 
made by Congressman John H. Small, 
Washington, N. C. ‘“‘America’’ was sung 
and an address, ‘‘What the Celebration 
Means,’’ was made by Justice Walter 
Clarke, of Raleigh. | 

A visit to Fort Raleigh and other-placeés 
of interest was made. In the evening 
there were exercises at Maniteo. An ad- 
dress, ‘“Roanoke Island, a Center of His- 
toric Interest,’’ was delivered by Charles 
F. Warren, of Washington, and another 
on ‘‘Raleigh’s Charter, the Dawn of Civil 
Liberty in America,’’ by H. G. Connor, of 
Wilson. The “Star Spangled Banner” was 
sung. An address, ‘‘The Nation’s Part in 
the Celebration,’’ was made by Senator F. 
M. Simmons, of Raleigh.

The governor has kept the wires hot since 
yesterday trying to get Sheriff Alderman, 
of Aiken, close on the trail of tne fugi- 
tive outlaw, Charleston Jeffcoat, who 
murdered Deputy Sheriff Ahl Tuesday 
night. . 

Since learning that Jeffcoat had recently 
killed two citizens in Georgia, one a dep- 
uty sheriff, the fear of him has increased. 
The sheriff first wanted a military com- 
pany to go with-him, but the governor 
considered a posse of fifty men with win- 
chesters sufficient to take one man. ‘inen 
he called on thé governor for howtnds, 
rifles and cartridges. His demands were 
complied with as expeditiously as possi- 
ble. Sheriff Alderman then summoned the 
sheriffs of Edgefield and Orangeburg to 
close in with a posse and join him in the 
man hunt. 

The hunting party when last seen was 
near Perrys. Jeffcoat and two compan- 
ions, believed to belong to a gang of 
norse thieves, were seen in a buggy yes- 
terday 4 miles: from Perrys. They were 
heavily armed. They were heading to- 
ward Savannah river. 

None who know the man expect him to 
be taken alive, and there is general fear 
that he and his companions will sell their 
lives dearly. 


MISSING CASHIER IS FOUND. 


J. R. Greenway’s Mind Is Unbal- 
anced—Left Norfolk. 
Richmond, Va., July #%4—J. R. Green- 
way, the Chesapeake and Ohio cashier, 
who has been missing from his office in 
Norfolk since Saturday, July 12, has been 
located here, and is now in Henrico coun- 

ty jail. 

His condition is that of a deranged man 
and on last Tuesday when the was taken 
in charge by the county authorities he 
was in a most pitiable state, mentally and 
physically. 

An ugly wound in nis throat, inflicted 
by his own hand while in the agonies of 
his delirium, tells the story of his de- 
throned reason. At his cell his brother, 
Arthur Greenway, who arrived in the city 
from his home in New York, has spent 
the greater part of today trying to learn 
from his unfortunate brother the story of 
his wanderings between the time he left 
Norfolk and last Tuesday, when he was 
taken in by the county authorities. 

Greenway is held only as a person non 
compos mentis.

Columbia, S. C.. July 24.—(Special.)— 
Major Micah Jenkins has displaced Dep- 
uty Collector George Washington Mur- 
ray, South Carolina’s last negro repre- 
sentative in congress, by appointing E. 
W. Screven, a leader itn the “respecta- 
ble” white republican element. The ne- 
groes are displeased. 

James Bolton, 22 years old, a Iineman in 
the employ of the Columbia Water and 
Power Company, was instantly killed 
yesterday afternoon while engaged in the 
work of erecting an electric light pole. 

Bolton, with a number of other men. 
was endeavoring to raise the top of the 
pole sufficiently for the butt to slide into 
the hole dug to receive i¢. It soon be- 
came evident, however, that the number 
of men on the gang was insufficient to do 
the work and when the pole’s end was 
about 10 feet above the ground the men 
showed signs of breaking down under the 
great weight. The foreman, seeing this. 
ordereg the men to let the pole fall to the 
ground. All obeyed the order except 
young Bolton, who was caught by the 
falling pole, which etruck the side of his 
head, crushing his skull. 


Reward Is Offered. 


The city council of Orangeburg has au- 
thorized the mayor of that place to offer 
a reward of $100 for the apprehension 
and conviction of the slayer of Isaac 
Smith, colored, who was cut to death in 
the riot at Orangeburg on the night of 
the 12th instant.

TIME CHECKS WERE FORGED. 


Indictments Against Employees of 
Illinois Central. 

New Orleans, La., July 24.—The grand 
jury today’ returned three indictments 
against J. M. Sullivan, Herman Pohiman 
and William Mangin, employed by the 
roadmaster’s department of the Illinois 
Central railroad, for counterfeiting and 
forging time checks of the road. 

The crooked work has, it is said, been 
going on for several months, and the 
officials found a clew to it by accident.

TWO NEGROGS ARE LYNCHED. 
Riddled with Bullets for Murder of 
Police Chief. 

Philipp!, W. Va., July 24.—Two negroes. 
whose names were unknown, were 
lyncheg at Womelsdorf, near here, last 
night by an angry mob numbering sev- 
eral hundred. The first black man was 
shot and killed in the station house; 
the second was taken to the park, where 
he was hanged, then riddled with bul- 
lets and cut to pieces. Both whites and 
negroes are enraged and in arms. More 
trouble is hourly expected. The trouble 
grows out of the murder of Chief of 
Police Bud Wilmoth on July 2. Several 
other arrests had been made and lynch- 

ing seemed imminent on every side. 

The dead negroes were caught near 
Bellington and were locked uD. 

The officers, fearing a lynching if they 
were taken to Elkins. 

When arrested neither man gave 
his name. Negroes are leaving on 
every trafn. The lynched men were hor- 
ribly mutilated and their bodies left on 
the commons. 


IS CHARGED WITH BIGAMY. 


J. L. Cochran, a Barber, Wanted by 
Forsyth Officers. 

Forsyth, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—On 
Monday afternoon J. T. Edge, a young 
farmer of this county, came before Jus- 
tice H. E. Chambliss and swore out a 


warrant for J. L. Cochran, charging him 
with the offense of Bigamy. A month 
ago Cochran was married to fhe sister 
of Edge. and Edge alleges thaf at the 
time this marriage took place Cochran 
had a wife living in Florida.

A Question of Ethics. 

Republican organs are engaged in 
an attempt to make it appear that 
Senator McLaurin, of South Carolina, 
has done a brave thing in declining 
that judgeship appointment. The Bal- 
timore American, for instance, says: 

In declining to take the place he has 
again demonstrated his independence and 
courage, and raised himself greatly in 
the public esteem, 

It may be that we are afflicted with 
inordinate stupidity these warm July 
days, but just how the South Carolina 
senator has raised himself in public 
estimation by now declining an ap- 
pointment which he has acknowledged 
he has ardently sought is a bit be- 
yond us. 

Instead of his action demonstrating 
“independence and courage,” it seems, 
from this viewpoint, to indicate the 
exact opposite. 

Just why Senator McLaurin declin- 
ed that appointment hag not yet been 
made clear. He did want the place, 
was an active and anxious aspirant 
for it. According to the dispatches 
from Washington and Oyster.Bay, he 
hopes that the president’ may find 
something else for him. This would 
seem to indicate that his refusal of 
the judgeship was due neither to the 
fear of criticism for taking a job from 
the republican administration nor to 
any particular “independence” or 
“courage.” 

There is a fly in the McLaurin oint- 
ment somewhere. Can it be that he 
feared the senate would not confirm 
him to a judicial position? There 
must have been a real, tangible reason 
for his refusal; no petty question of 
ethics inspired his refusal of the judge- 
ship he had so _ earnestly sought. 
What was the real reason. When we 
have that we will be able to determine 
whether he demonstrated independ- 
ence and courage in declining or was 
influenced by other feelings.

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The Case of Miss Taylor. 

Secretary of War Root has been or- 
dered to appear before the supreme 
court of the District of Colum- 
bia on the 28th to make ap- 
swer to the petition of Miss 
Rebecca J. Taylor, who seeks to 
compel the secretary to restore her 
to a position in the war department. 
On Monday last Miss Taylor went into 
the court and petitioned for a man- 
damus to compel Mr. Root to show 
cause why she should not be rein- 
stated. This the court granted. 

The case is attracting very general 
attention, because there is involved in 
it certain principles vital to the civil 
service law. Miss Taylor, it will be re- 
called, was a clerk in the war depart- 
ment under the protection of the civil 
service law. She was a good clerk 
with nothing against her efficiency or 
her service in any way. At the time 
when the discussion of the Philippine 
question was acute in Washington, 
Miss Taylor wrote several communi- 
cations to the “letters from the peo- 
ple” columns of a Washington newspa- 
per, in. which she argued strongly 
against the policy of colonization in- 
volved in the administration pro- 
gramme. 

For writing these lefters she was 
summarily discharged by Secretary 
Root, with the approval of President 
Roosevelt. This was done on a spe- 
cial interpretation of the laws and 
rules governing civil service employ- 
ees. No charges were filed against 
her. There was no pretense that she 
had not discharged her duties effi- 
ciently. She was discharged solely be- 
cause she differed with the adminis- 
tration and was able to present her 
reasons in good, clear-cut English. 

There is no rule prohibiting em- 
ployees of the government contribut- 
ing to the newspapers. The accept- 
ance of a place under the federal gov- 
ernment is not presumed to deprive a 
}man of the rights of citizenship or a 
woman of such rights as she may pos- 
sess. Miss Taylor had contributed 
quite voluminously to the newspapers 
at other times, notably during the dis- 
cussion of the Schley case, when she 
was one of the few outside the navy 
clique »who took the Sampson side of 
the controversy. Her attitude then 

a¢ her administration superiors 
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| writing for the newspapers she was 
endangering her position. 

When, however, she dared differ 
with the secretary of war, that gentle- 
man promptly discharged the poor wo- 
man. ‘ 

There was no attempt to cover up 
the reason for that discharge. It was, 
viewed in any light, such usurpation 
of power on the part of a head of a 
department as strikes ‘at the very root 
of the civil service law. If a clerk can 
be summarily discharged because he 
or she differs on any question, polit- 
ical or otherwise, with the administra- 
tion, then the civil service law is 
worse than a dead letter. 

That law was framed for the express 
purpose of preventing the discharge of 
efficient clerks for political reasons. 
If the secretary of war is sustained in 
his discharge of Miss Taylor, then will 
the civil service law be advertised to 
the world as the worst of shams. 
Surely President Roosevelt, who has 
always posed as an ardent advocate of 
the civil service law, cannot afford to 
permit the present flagrant breach of 
that law to stand. He must have ap- 
proved Secretary Root’s action with- 
out investigating it fully. 


Secretary Root is reported to be shocked 
that the courts should give a discharged 
employee an opportunity to question this 
act. According to the Root idea, the civil 
service laws should not stand as a pro- 
tection to a clerk who: disagrees, even 
on questions of outside policy, with the 
head of the department.

William F. Vilas respecting political condi- 
tions and the possibilties of democratic har- 
mony will strike the thoughtful men of the 
party as being the proper course to pursue.

Savannah (Ga.), News: In a New York 
church the other day at the offertory a solo 
was whistled by a girl of twenty years.

If theatrical novelties are 
found necessary, it must be because the occu- 
pants of the pulpits are wanting in the elo- 
quence and fire that made the preachers of 
former days so powerful in their communities. 
Good music, of course, is desirable in church, 
but it seems that the musical novelty is al- 
together out of place there. From the whistled 
solo it is not a great step to the solo on sleigh- 
belle or on goblets. 


Census Reports Misleading. 


The Philadelphia Record, referring to the 
published statistics of the last census, show- 
ing that there are 2,531,133 more marriage- 
able males in the United States than females, 
eays: 

“The census office took no account of the 
fact that women, as a rule, marry earller in 
life than men, and erred egregiously in adopt- 
ing the same age as a starting point for both 
sexes. Boys of twenty who marry are few, 
while maids who are wedded in their teens 
are many. The figures quoted simply go to 
show—what needed no demonstration—that the 
unmarried boys of twenty or thereabouts out- 
number the maidens of corresponding age in 
this country by three militon or 60. If 
twenty-five years be fixed as the beginning 
of bachelorhood and all unmarried females 
of the age of mineteen or over had been 
counted epinsters, the results would have 
been less astonishing, perhaps, but more in 
harmony with actual conditions. The young 
men of the country know better than the cen- 
sus officers that every swain can find a maid 
and every Jack his Jill. The census office 
yarn of bachelors and spinsters is merely an- 
other verification of the assertion that un- 
truths may be divided into three classes— 
lies, damned lies and etatistics.’’

Livingston on Trusts. 
(Washington Correspondence New York 
Times.) 

Washington, July 22.—‘‘What President 
Roosevelt needs is a democratic house of 
reptesentatives to carry out his trust 
ideas,” said Representative Livingston, 
of Georgia, today. Mr. Livingston was 
at democratic headquarters arranging a 
speaking tour which will begin in Maine 
the last week in August and end in In- 
diana the first of November. He is to 
speak in New York, New Jefsey, Mary- 

land, West Virginia and other states. 

‘The tariff question, the trust question 
and the advocacy of an economical ad- 
ministration of the government is, in my 
opinion, just about all the democratic 
party ought to try to handle at this 
time,’’ continued Mr. Livingston. “The 
financial question is practicaHy settled. 

‘If Mr. Roosevelt had a democratic 
house of representatives he might beable 
to accomplish his desires regarding the 
regulation of trusts. But from the op- 
portunity furnished last winter. and which 
was wantonly thrown away, it is evident 
that the republican legislators are not 
with the president on the trust question. 

‘The democratic contention is that the 
use of the taxing power is the quickest 
and surest way out of this trust trouble. 
For instance, we can with the sole pur- 
pose of destroying combinations in view, 
abolish the tariff on raw material coming 
into this country used in the manufacture 
of trust goods and levy an export tax on 
manufactured articles going out of the 
country manufactured by trusts. 

“This would open wide the doors of 
competition in manufacture. It would 
dismantle every manufacturing combina- 
tion in’ the land through the medium of 
competition. These giant institutions 
have been buil€ up gradually, and I have 
no Goubt that in the earlier days of the 
tariff agitation our politicians on both 
sides were honest in their efforts to build 
up the country and better the condition 
of the masses of the people by a protec-

(COMPULSORY EDUCATION | 
FOR BOYS ON THE FARM 


I would not be in favor of abating one 
jot nor tittle from the interest in the 
camyaign for industria] education now on 
in Georgia. Our people need and must 
have technical training before we can 
fully develop Georgia’s splendid resources, 
and I want this campaign to grow and 
gather strength with each succeeding day. 
But there are other matters equally im- 
portant that seem to be forgotten—for 
instagce, our agricultural interests. 

The last congress paid out about thirty- 
two times as much for war purposes as 
it did for agriculture; yet the soldier 
destroys and the farmer sustains. This 
but emphasizes the neglect of the most 
fmportant of all American industries. 
And the best way to improve agriculture 
is to educate the man who tills the soil. 
This is the quickest way, the best way. 
and in fact the only way, to permanently 
improve life on the farm. 

What are we doing toward educating 
the farmers of Georgia? This question 
is apt to stagger the citizen who loves 
the state if he really appreci: eg exist- 
ing conditions. I believe | am in a posi- 
tion to prove, if need be. that the illiter- 
acy among farmers who live on the 
farm is greater now than at the close of 
the war. 

Why is this? 

Simply because we are educating away 
from agricultural pursuits, Our civiliza- 
tion is strictly a commercial civilization. 
The love of broad and well tilled acres 
and well fed flocks and herds has been 
overshadowed by the love of gathered 
treasures and fascination in the cease- 
less activities of city life. Our educated 
young men had rather be slaves in the city 
than freemen on the far@. They hai 
rather work ten hours a day. six days 
in the week, fifty-two weeks in the year 
in a close office than to work eight hours 
a day only eight months in the year on 
the farm. Our institutions of learning 
are turning out specialists in every pro- 
fegsion and calling except that of agri- 
culture. And the demand for greater 


proficiency in each line becomes more ime 
perative with the passing years. Buf. 
where are our specialists in agriculture?’ 
Certainly there are not many on th@ 
farm! 

The conditions in south Georgia, in the, 
rural districts, are pitiable In the ex~#; 
treme. Nine school houses out of tem 
have no glass windows, and those that 
have had them once now hold but empty 
sashes. The houses are unceiled and 
very poorly heated; the seats are crude 
and uncomfortable, and nearly all of these 
temples of education present a gloomy, 
desolate, dilapidated appearance. There 
is nothing. absolutely nothing. inviting 
or inspiring about them. Here amid thim 
gloom and desolation our future farmers, 
our best citizens, are being educated. 

These conditions, to my mind, present 
a problem of momentous proportions, and 
one that must be met ond solved. While 
it exists our state and her every interest 
is menaced by a deadly peril. Our publis 
schoo] system will never solve this probe 
lem. Our public schools do not educate; 
we need an education that baptizes with 
fire: that creates agricultural thought 
force; that will enable the farmer to 
mix science with service, brain with 
brawn: the education that will give the 
young man perception clear enough to 
behold In the calling of the farmer an OC~- 
cupation as honorable, as influential and 
as profitable as that of law. medicine oF 

ommerce. 
" How will we meet this problem? Shall 
we continue to tinker away at it in the 
public schools, or shall we meet it like 
men, with compulsory education? 

Compulsory education, with agriculturag 
training. is our hone. The rapid advance 
the negro is making along educational 
lines by reason of the millions of monev 
bestowed by northern capitalists makes 
this course absolutely imperative. 

Our educators and legislators should use 
their influence for the spread of such @ 
gospe?, without which our agricultural 
interests must inevitably perish.

This is quite the reverse of creditable 
to the northern part of Illinois. Although 
possibly less shameful than the savagery 
which has recently disgraced the south- 
ern section of that state, commonly 
called Egypt, it evidences the existence 
uf conditions that are quite incompati- 
ble with a high degree of Christian civ- 


ilization. 

One could easily understand that a man 
with an ill-balanced mind, a poor crea- 
ture who ought to be in a sanitarium, 
might conceive of that plan for getting 
cash and notorfety. There are weaklings, 
cranks and frauds in all professions, the 
ministry being no more exempt than 
law, medicine, lterature or art. There- 
fore, it would not be in the least surpris- 
ing if in any well-regulated community 
some hare-brained preacher should start 
out carrying a banner with the strange 
device, ‘“‘Forty dollars a week and fifty 
conversions guaranteed, or money re- 
funded.”’

Soon after the petition 
was filed the first special depot commis- 
gion was appointed by the state, and 
while this commission was in existence 
the railroad commission did not fee] that 
it had authority to act in the matter. 

Whenever the state depot commission 
announces that it has completed its la- 
ors, or that it is unable to improve the 
situation, the railroad commission will 
take up the petition filed by the city in 
September, 1898.

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ISIX-MILE DRIVEWAY 
FOR EAST ATLANTA 


From Peachtree Street It 


Is Proposed To Extend 


Ponce ‘de Leon Avenue to Decatur, a Distance 
of Six Miles. 


hey 


One of the prettiest driveways in the 
southern states will soon extend from 
Peachtree gtreet out Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue to Decatur, Ge., a distance of about 
6 miles. : 

Ponce de Leon avenue will soon Be open- 
ed up from the point where the Southern 
railway crosses the avenue near Ponce de 
Leon springs all the way to the DeKalb 
county Iine. 

From the county Mne on to Decatur the 
Kirkwood Land Company owns a consid- 
erable strip of property through which an 
85-foot gravel driveway is now being gtad- 
ed by a force of forty or fifty men. 

The property owners along Ponce de 
Leon avenue from the railway to the 
county line have granted the right of way 
to open up this street, and when the work 
is done, which will be in a short time, 
besides making a handsome driveway it 
will greatly enhance the value of the 
property in this section. 

The driveway at present is practically 
completed through about 2 1-2 miles of 
the Kirkwood Land Company’s property, 
and when it is completed aM the way 
through wis property to Decatur all that 
will be neceseary to a completion of the 


entire driveway will be the opening up of 
Ponce de Leon avenue from the railway to 
the DeKalb county line. 

With the improvements which are to be 
made in a short time att Ponce de Leon 
springs and with the improvements which 
are being made by the land company this 
driveway wil) extend through one of the 
prettiest sections of the county. : 

In speaking of the matter yesterday an 
officer of the Kirkwood Land Company 
stated that by next spring the driveway 
would be completed through that compa- 
ny’s property all the way to Decatur. He 
stated that a large force of hands had 
been at work all thig year, and that the 
work was being pushed rapidly. 

The company has employed the Olmsted 
Bros., of New York, who are said to be 
among the best landscape architects in 
the country, to superintend the work.

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COLONEL OF BOER ARMY 
NOW LIVES IN ATLANTA

@ OLONEL A, GUNTZEL, who serv- 
ed two and a half years in the 
Boer army under General Cronje, 
has come to Atlanta, and is now con- 
nected with The Georgia Staats Nach- 
richten, the local German newspaper, in 
an editorial capacity. 

During his connection with the Boer 
army Colonel Guntzel took part in a 
number of sharp fights, and talks inter- 
estingly of his experiences as a soldier 
of the South African republic. His cqm- 
mand consisted of 400 men, and was a 
part of the troops that effected their 
escape at Tugela when General ,Cronje 
and 2,000 of his men were captured. 

Colonel Guntzel is a native of Saxony. 
He left Dresden several years ago and 
went to Egypt. He was connected with 
newspapers in Aiexandria and Cairo. He 
then went to Zanzibar, a short time af- 
ter which he went to Tares-Salam, where 
he was for a time in the service of the 
German government. 

From Tares-Salam Colonel Guntzel 
went to Johannesburg. Here he was 
manager of The South Africa Zeitung, 
and later ran an English paper of his 
own, known as The Railway Gazette. He 
became connected with the Boer army 
while living in Johannesburg, and when 
the war began he took the field with 
his command under Cronje. 

Colone] Guntzel, with his famfly, is liv- 
ing at 101 Courtland street. He landed 
in New York in April and came to At- 
lanta five weeks ago. He says that he is 
greatly pleased with Atlanta, but that 
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COLONEL A. GUNTZEL. 
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he will not stay here long, as he will 
never tire of traveling.

SIX HOURS NOTICE IS GIYEN 


Depot Authorities Ordered To Make 
Sewer Connection. 


OLD SEWER BEING USED 


A Condition Dangerous to Life Dis- 
covered by Sanitary Officials 
at the Car Shed. 


The city sanitary department has again 
laid the law down to the depot authorities 
and this time the board of control will 
probably obey the order as quickly as 
possible. 

A bad state of affairs was brought to 
light yesterday when it was discovered 
that the sewage from the depot is be- 
ing emptied into an old abandoned sewer 
which has no outlet. The outlet being 
used is an old rock sewer that was aban- 
doned and closed up some time ago when 
the new brick sewer was built in that 
section of the city. 

Instead of the sewage from the depot 
being carried off, it has been allowed to 
sink into the earth and back up In the old 
sewer, and it now seems certain that this 
has been the cause of the odor noticeable 
at times in the neighborhood. Seepage 
from the old sewer has been rising in 
cellars of buildings near the depot and 
producing a condition dangerous to hu- 


hman life. 


As soon as tHe discovery was made 
Chief Hope, of the sanitary department, 
served notice on the depot officiajs that 
they must, within six hours, start work 
that will remedy the matter. The notice 
was served at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and by dinner time the officials had 
sent word that they would attend to it 
at once. The connections with the new 
sewer will be made as rapidiy as possi- 
ble. In the meantime the @ld sewer is 
completely filled up and workmen have 
to pump the Water out of the old one into 
the new. Some time ago the depot au- 
thorities were told to connect with the 
new sewer, and it was thought that the 
connection had been made.

PRER LICBNSES DISCUSSED 


Board of Aldermen Hold a Lively 
Session. 


MAYOR’S VETOIS OVERRIDDEN 


War on Street Fruit Stands Reopens. 
Ordinance May Be Introduced 
To Do Away with Them. 


The meeting of the aldermanic board 
held yesterday afternoon was short, but 
at times lively. The granting of free 
licenses by council was the subject of 


extended discussion. 

Alderman Longino wanted to know 
what each license was for, and the reason 
for granting it. He believed that people 
given free licenses should be required to 
stay in one place instead of blocking up 
the streets with their wagons. He de- 
clared he had been informed that one 
woman who pays tax on $1,500 worth of 
property had been given a free license. 
All of the papers were passed, but not 
until Alderman Longino had expressed 
himself as believing that there were too 
many of them. 

The resolution appropriating $300 for 
the e&penses of delegates to the conven- 
tion of the League of American Munici- 
palities that council passed over the vete 
of the mayor caused a lively colloquy be- 
tween Alderman Welch and Alderman 
LaHatte. When a motion was made to 
pass it over the mayor’s veto, Aldermen 
Terry and LaHatte voted against the 
motion, Alderman LaHatte said that he 
thought the meetings were good things, 
but that he could not vote to pass the 
appropriation under the circumstan¢ées. 
Alderman Welth wanted to know if he 
had not attended like meetings at the 
expense of the city. The alderman stated 
that he had. ‘‘And did you not vote for 
the appropriation?’ asked Alderman 
Welch. Mr. LaHatte said that he had, 
but that one had never been vetoed be- 
fore, and that he could not vote for 
this one. The resolution was passed, as 
there were fivé eldermen for it and only 
two against it. 

An application for a sewer on Augusta 
avenue by one of the residents of that 
street to connect with the Cheroked 
avenue sewer caused a _ difference of 
opinion among the aldermen. 

The board finally decided to go out in 
a body with the board of park commis- 
sioners and satisfy themselves as to the 
advisability of allowing any connections 
to be made with the sewer in question. 
It was claimed by Alderman Welch that 
any more connections might endanger 
Grant park. ‘ ‘ 

Alderman Longino inguired what had 
been done about the fruit stand at the 
corner of Alabama and Whitehall streets. 
He stated that the stand was not only in 
the way, and a nuisance, but that it was 
filthy and badly kept. He said that he 
had called the attention of a policeman to 
it, and that the officer had remarked 
that he was famillar with it, but that if 
he made a case he would lose his job 
before night. 

Aiderman Welch stated that the stand 
was being run without a license, and 
that a case should have been made. Sev- 
eral of the aldermen wanted to know 
why the license inspector had not made 
a case against the proprietor, but, as that 
officer was not present, no explanation 
was given. 

Alderman Longino refused to gtve the 
name of the policeman who made this 
statement. 

Alderman Welch stated that he intend- 


ed to introduce an ordinance doing away | 


with all fruit stands on the streets. 
Nothing definite was done: about the 
Alabama street stand, but the alderman 
decided to look into the matter and have 
the license inspector or the police see that 
the law was strictly enforced.

THE PRINCESS 


COLONNA 


JOHN MACKAY’S DAUGHTER 


By Isma Dooly. 


rs HE death of John Mackay and 

the presence of Princess Colonna 

at his bedside recalls anew the old 
story of the unhappy international match 
of “new gold” and “old blood’’—a story 
oft repeated in this century when, after 
acquiring all else, the daughter of: the 
American multi-millionaire reaches out 
for the further worldly glory she believes 
the title of a decrepit noble family will 
give her. : 

The Italian prince, in his environment 
of antiquity and  picturesqueness—his 
(mortgaged) villas and (pawned) jewels, 
his heritage of diplomacy and exquisite 
manner, his identity with families mak- 
ing rich the history of the world, has 
more than once tempted the ambitious 
American girl whose father, having pur- 
chased everything else for her that play- 
ed its part in the glamor of the world’s 
stage, is called upon to invest in the mat- 
rimonia] market. 

In this market, as in others, money is 
no obstacle, and what appears to be the 
most glittering jewel with antique asso- 
ciation aS purchased in that necessary 
appendage—the husband, with whom 
comes coffers of pawn tickets, standing 
for the release of those diadems, necK- 
laces and badges of knightly honor. 
which American millions so often g0 to 
purchase. 

It was an alliance savoring strongly 
of these conditions that was made when 
the daughter of John Mackay, the gold 
king, was married to a scion of the an- 
cient house of Colonna. 

The one thing in common was the re- 
ligion of the two having the same name— 
Roman Catholic (but religion represent- 
ing, oh, such differegt kinds). 

The one was of the genuine Irish kind. 
of the pure faith and steadfast practice. 
the other of the purple and fine linen 
type, a heritage along with the germ- 
stained antiques and scorched family es- 
cutcheons. 

But leaving the saving clause of relig- 
ion out of this international match, there 
were those who argued that honors were 
equal. : 

For every million the American bride 
could command the Italian prince could 
point in his gallery of forebears to popes, 
cardinals and princes. Millions could not 
compensate, in his mind, for the treas- 
ures in his villas in Rome and Venice, the 
walls in these villas hung with tapestries 
wrought by master hands, while the mir- 
rors refiected marbles, hangings and or- 
namentations that monarchs could not 
buy. 

Ampng the stories told in connection 
with the Mackay-Colonna wedding which 
oceurred in Paris was one which, though 
supposed to illustrate American ostenta- 
tion, was in reality a tribute to the late 


As the wedding party was to pass the 
length of the Champs Elysees some one 
proposed that right be secured to have 
the chains of the Arc de Triomphe let 


In reply to Mr. Mackay’s most cour- 
teous request there came an overwhelm- 
ingly stiff and formal reply from the mu- 
nicipal officials stating that they had no 
authority to lease the Arc de Triomphe. 

Quick as a flash was sent a second com- 
munication from the undaunted son of 
the greatest republic on earth: 

“Gents: Name your price and I'll 
buy it.’’ 

After the marriage the prince took his 
bride to the Colonna palace, that famous 
edifice built by Pope Martin V,. and for 
a time she shared with the palace and its 
gorgeous interior the gaze of the curious 
| public. 

“This palace I regard as one of the 
most interesting in the world,’’ said Mrs. 


S. E. Gabbett in description of it yes- 
terday. ‘‘Two days out of each week its 
galleries were open to the public and all 
the world flock to see its treasure. 
Splendid indeed were the paintings, the 
tapestries and the statues, the mosaics 
and antiques of all kind. 

“I recall in stepping from one saloon 
to another my foot encountered on the 
ascending step a cannon ball which was 
left there at the time the French in- 
vaded Rome. The garden court forming 
such a gorgeous picture in the rear of 
the palace has many interesting an- 
tiquities, several of which were from the 
Aurelian Temple to the Sun. The eyes 
of the Princess Colonna in gazing across 
this garden might see its termination on 
the Via Quirinale, where is the royal 
palace. It was here that the two daugh- 
ters of the princess were born, and 
where she lived through many unhappy 
days. As is familiar to the public, the 
prince no sooner secured his rich Amer- 
ican bride than he began to indulge in 
all the extravagances, sports and dissi- 
pations of the profligate prince, and she, 
mot very long after her marriage, left 
Italy for an indefinite period, joining Mrs. 
Mackay, wherever she might be. 

“Although no legal separation was ever 
decided upon, a separation. existed, the 
one tie—a strong one—being the fact that, 
although the princess spent little of her 
time at Colonna palace, he daughters 
were left there to receive their educa- 
tion.”’ 

A well-known Atlanta woman, who 
spent a summer at Aix-les-Bains at the 
splendid hotel where the Princess Coion- 
na stopped for a time, on being asked what 
the princess looked like, promptly re- 
plied: ‘‘Myself. We were often mistaken 
for each other. She was a little the 
younger of the two, but I somewhat the 
better looking. 

“On ene occasion,’’ laughingly con- 
tinued the Atlanta lady, ‘‘when. we were 
both among the chaperons of a cotillion, 
I received more favors than the trans- 
planted American; but some were unkind 
enough to say that because a number of 
the young men had mistaken me for the 
princess.’”’

His Trial on Charge of Murder Began 
Yesterday. 


ALL THE EVIDENCE IS _ IN 


Argument Will Begin the First 
Thing This Morning—Boy Was 
Indicted for Shooting a 
Negro Who Stole Cloth- 
- ing on Peters Street. 


Morris Greenblatt, the young white man 
charged with the murder of a negro, 
Mansfield Nichols, was put on trial yes- 
terday before Judge Foster in the criminal 
division of the superior court. When court 
adjourned at 5 o'clock all the evidence 
was in and the argument will begin the 
first thing this morning. 

Young Greenblatt was employed in his 
dather’s store on Peters street. One even- 
ing a short time ago three negroes came 
Into the place. One of them, it was de- 
glared, caught up a pile of clothing and 
ran off. The young man pulled a revol- 
ver from a drawer and gave chase, catch- 
ing the negro before he had gone far. 
According to evidence, Greenblatt brougat 
Nichols back to the store and made him 
give up the stolen clothing. 

The boy’s sister, while on the stand, 
said that when her brother asked to have 
@ policeman brought in to take the negro 
to the station house Nichols caught up 
three pairs of trousers and bolted again. 
The girl swore that another man who was 
in the store called on Morris to shoot and 
enfeavored to get the pistol himself. 
About that time the weapon was dis- 
charged and later the negro was found 
fatally wounded. 

The young fellow is represented by At- 
torneys Kontz & Austin. 


Sterne Is Released.

For the balance of the day the 
tendency .was steadily dowmward, barring a 
single slight rally at midday, which soon gave 
place to even greater weakness than before, 
with the market finally at the iow level of 
the session. Liquidation of the near positions 
and bear selling in the new crop months were 
the features of operations. The distant-month 
selling was led by @ well-known Wail street 
operator. The southern interest appeared to 
be selling near months here andi European 
longs ecemed to be throwing over their cotton. 
The basis for this selling movement was the 
continuation of the fine crop and weather 
reporis, which indicated a crop in excess of 
probabie requirements for the new year. The 
spinning element was in no hwrry to secure 
eupplies and bought very little cotton on the 
break. Commission houses sold January and 
March options. Southern cotton planters and 
merchants furnished selling orders to brokers 
here tm the late break, presumably to hedge 
against early ‘fail receipts. At the close 
about the only buyers were those parties wno 
believed the market low enough for the pres- 
ent and entitied to some reaction, and pre- 
ferred taking profite to risking possible fur- 
ther declines at the present time. The mar- 
ket closed weak with prices net 9 to 22 points 
lower. Total sales were estimated at 200,000 
bales, weil distributed through the list. The 
mear months were easily the leaders through- 
out the decline, 


Review Of New Orleans Market. 

New Orleans, July 24.—There is etill a 
good demand for spot cotton, but the searcity 
of desirable Msts prevents movement.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 24.—The violent advance i 
a few stocks on the stock market today took 
on an appearance of frothy effervescence in 
the later stages of the dealings, which is 
rather characteristic of the culmination of 
a bull movement. Suspicions were aroused as 
to the course of the wealthy speculators who 
have been leading the market. The dribble 
of speculative liquidation which had been a 
feature of the market all day turned Into a 
general and somewhat precipitate selling move- 
ment and prices broke sharply throughout the 
list. With the exception of a few stocks, 
which were seleced as sustaining points of the 
market, prices generally closed lower, the 
net losees for the day running from | to 2 
points in some of the prominent stocks. There 
Was no news to explain the extraordinary ad- 
vance of one or two stocks, nor the selling 
of the general list. The movement seemed to 
be purely technical and due ¢o the desire of 
recent large buyers of stocks to realize their 
profits. Such movements ar2 an incident of 
ail rising markets, and there is no means of 
telling whether the falling back of prices is a 
manipulative movement, due to a desire on 
the part of the leaders to shake off an un- 
wieldly following, or a culmination of an up- 
ward movement. So far as could be perceived 
from public iaf~emation, conditions today bear- 
ing upon values were entirely the same as 
those of yesterday. The newae from the 
crops was favorable, railroad earnings re- 
ported showed. increase over last year, ad- 
vices from the iron and steel trade showed 
no impairment of the active demand and money 
continued easy, There were numerous pointe 
of effective strength in various stocks. Never- 
theless a feeling of distrust overcame the mar- 
ket with the result above described. The 
early strength in the market in the Grangers 
and Pacifics became centralized in St. Paul 
and Rock Istand. The latter was rushed up 
10 points—a record figure at 200. accompanied 
by vague rumors of closer relations with Mexi- 
can Central which would afford an entrance 
to the City of Mexico. There were also un- 
founded assertions of further larger absorptions 
in the interest of the company and incidental 
valuable rights to stockholders. None of these 
received any formal sanction from official 
sources. The movement in St. Pau] Was equal- 
ly mysterious. There were shadowy reports 
of arrangements to benefit St. Pau! by re- 
adjustment of relations among western rail- 
roade. Nothing could be learned from any 
authoritative source of any pending develop- 
ments, but the price was swept upward on a 
flood of buying orders. Something was heard 
also of a project of a Southern Securities hold- 
ing company which was held to explain the 
strength of Louisville and Nashville. Only 
slight recoveries were ecored from the late 
downward progress of prices and the closing 
Was easy,

Chicago, July 24.—There were fancy prices 
again in July oats and July corn to relieve 
the monotony of a grain session otherwise 
dull.

COLLIERY IS IN OPERATION. 


March Is Stolen on the Anthracite 
Strikers. 

Tamaqua, Pa., July 2%.—The Lehigh 
Coa] and Navigation Company today re- 
sumed operations at No. 12 mine, one of 
the largest collieries in the region. . The 
resumption was unexpected. No. 12 break- 
er is a modern plant, and has connected 
with it an up-to-* © jig house, by which 
the slate ie’ picked from the coal] and 
the sizeg assorted, all by machinery and 
washing process, whereby ten men or 
boys can do the work that requires from 
100 to 200 hands at other breakers. 

Today, without any notice, the work 
of operating the colliery was started by 
the hoisting of some few cars of coal 
that had been loaded inside previous to 
the strike, and this was dumped into 
the breaker, and with the means of the 
improved machinery and the non-union 
hands, including many of the bosses and 
engineer corps, the breaker was kept 
running. 

This is the nearest appearance of a col- 
liery that has been made anywhere since 
the big strike commenced. The strike 
people say that if any coal is being mined 
inside, that it is being done by the bosses, 
and not by regular miners, and that the 
‘operation of No. 12 breaker can only con- 
tinue with the material that is dumped

SWITCHING RULES — 
COME UP TODAY 


Regular Meeting of Railroad Con- 
mission Occurs This Morning. 


NEW ARBITRATORS NAMED 


Will Make Valuation of Property of 
Georgia Southern and Florida. 
Other News of Railways 
and Railway Men. 


The regular meeting of the state rail- 
road commission will be held at the capi- 
tol this morning at 10 o’clock. 

A number of questions are to come up 
for discussion. However, inférest chiefly 
centers in the proposed changes in rule 
25, which relates to switching charges. 

This rule provides that a charge of not 
more than $2 shall be made where a car 
is switched from any point on one road 
to any connecting road or ware house 


| within a rad-us of 3 miles. This charg2 


is to be made regardless of weight or 
contents, 

Under this rule a number of disputes 
have arisen between the railroads and 
shippers in reference to shipments which 
the roads claimed were not true switching 
movements. Where a car was brought 
to a city on one road and had to be de- 
livered to an industry or ware house on, 
another, or where a car originated at the 
ware house and was to be delivered to 
the road, the railroads hold that the rule 
applies. But where a movement both 
originates and ends within the switching 
limits the railroads claim that the haul 
is a transportation movement, and hence 
have claimed the right to apply the mini- 
mum tariff for 5 miles instead of the 
switching charge. 

Although the roads claim the right to 
apply the tariff, they have generally 
made a charge of $ for such movements. 
Shippers have complained of this charge 
to the commission frequently, and in or- 
der to make a final decision the commis- 
sion decided some months ago to make 
a@ generai revision of its rules as_ to 
switching. 

The question has been discussed at sev- 
eral meetings, but will be given final 
consideration this morning. The commis- 
sion has notified the different boards of 
trade of the state of the meeting, as well 
as the 10ads, through Fourth Vice Presi- 
dent J. M. Culp, of the Southern, who is 
chairman of a committee that has this 
matter in charge. 

A large number of railroad men will ba 
in Atlanta to atterd the meeting. Fourth 
Vice President J. M. Culp and Freight 
Traffic Maneger T. C. Powell, of the 
Southern, arrived in the city yesterday 
from Washington. 


Arbitrators Named for G. S. and F. 

Governor Candler vesterday named Hon. 
Seaton Grantiand, of Griffin, and Dr. J. 
B. 8. Holmes, of Atlanta, as arbitrators 
to represent the state in placing a valua- 
tion on the property of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida. 

Comptroller General Wright was dis- 
satisfied with the returns by the Georgia 
Southern and Florida and chose Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson as arbitrator for 
the state. The road chose Chief Engineer 
Henry M. Sfeele, of the Central of Geor- 
gia, as its representative. As the arbi- 
trators failed to make an award or to 
agree on an umpire within thirty days, 
the governor ,.has appointed two. arbitra- 
tors, who shall act with one appointed by 
the road, and settle the matter. 

Te order issued is as follows: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, July 24, 1902.—Whereas, W. A. 
Wright, comptroller general of Georgia, 
was dissatisfied with the refurns for tax- 
ation made by the Georgia Southern and

“Whereas, Spencer R. Atkinson was 
chosen as arbitrator by the comptroller 
general, and Henry M. Steéle was chosen

Whereas, said arbitrators failed to make 
an award, or to select an umpire, within 
thirty days after receiving notice of their 
appointments; it is therefore ordered 

That Seaton Grantland, of the county

MANY NEW FISH FOR RIVER 


Government Sends 10,000 Speckled 
Cat to Atlanta. 


THEY ARE LITTLE FELLOWS 


Will Grow Rapidly, However, and 
Prevent the River from Being 
Without Fish. 


— 


There are 10,000 more speckled cat fish 
in the Chattahoochee river near Bolton 
today than there was a week ago. 

They were put there under the direction 
of J. J. Stranahan, superintendent of the 
government hatchery at Bullochville, and 
while rather small tHey will grow rapidly 
and give the fishers along the water front 
something to do in a comparatively short 
time. 

It is a well known fact that so many fish 
have been caught out of the river near 
Atlanta that the supply has been greatly 
diminished, and of late few ‘arge fish 
have been taken. It Is the purpose of 
the government officers to replenish the 
stock as often as necessary in order that 
the supply may be kept up year by year. 

Several days ago 10,000 cat fish were: 
put in the river at Columbus, Ga., and @ 
similar number have been sent to Macon 
to be put in the Ocmulgee river. In all 
Superintendent Stranahan has sent out 
more than 100,000 fish, all of which have 
been taken from the government hatchery 
at Bullochville. 

Cat fish are generally regarded as the 
more hardy of the common species of the 
finny tribé and in the muddy waters of 
the Chattahoochee the large number of 
little ones ‘that were put in recently will 
thrive and grow with amazing rapidity. 
It. will only be a short time until they 
will be nibbling at the fisherman’s bait 
and many a lover of the rod and nook 
will bless Mr. Stranahan for his good of- 
fices in keeping up the supply.

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System’s Practical Applications. 

During-the last few years the practical 
application of his system had been ex- 
ceedingly rapid. There were many cases 
where it had proved its usefulness. 
Lloyd’s had adopted the system exclusive- 
ly for use at their stations at home and 
abroad. In addition to that, there were 
no fewer than seventeen Atlantic liners 
cases the system had been of. 
vessels in distress, especially 
in the English channel. There were also 
no fewer than forty land stations in 
Great Britain and Europe equipped with 
the system, and over forty vessels of his 
majesty’s navy carried installations. 
Photographs of war ships with and with- 
out the equipment were thrown on the 
screen, showing the slight change in the 
mast of the ship where the system was 
employed, The system had not only al- 
ready been a great convenience, but it 
had also been advantageous from a com- 
mercial point of view. On two of the 
White Star line steamships, the Campa- 
nia and the Lucania, as much as @& 
pounds had been collected for the trans- 
mission of messages for passengers on 
each trip. In order to ascertain how far 
the system might be applied to long dis- 
tances, experiments had been made be- 
tween the United States and Cornwall. 
He was convinced by the result that by 
the establishment of permanent stations 
on both sides of the Atlantic ocean and 
by the employment of a lttle more 
power messages could be sent across 
the ocean with the same facility as across 
much shorter distances. In consequence 
of the attitude of the cable company 
which claimed ‘‘telegraphic rights’ in 
Newfoundland the experiments could not 
be carried on. The government of the 
dominion of Canada had, however, given 
him a generous invitation to continue 
his experiment there. 

On the invitation of Sir Wilfred Laurier 
and Mr. Feilding the Canadian govern- 
ment had not only encouraged, but wel- 
comed the establishment of a station in 
Nova Scotia, and had granted a subsidy 
of 16,000 pounds toward the erection of 
this transatlantic station, the object of 
which was to communicate with England. 
It was anticipated that the Canadian 
station would be ready for further tests 
very shortly. Toward the end of Feb- 
ruary of this year he thought it de- 
sirable to test how far the messages 
transmitted by the powerful station in 
Cornwall could be detected on board a 
ship. Readable messages on tape were 
received up to a distance of 1,551 miles 
from Cornwall, and indications were re- 
ceived as far as 2,000 miles. Another re- 
sult of considerable’ scientific interest 
was that at distances of over 700 miles 
the signals transmitted during the dav 
failed entirely, while those sent at night 
remained strong up to 1,551 miles, and 
were even decipherable up to a distanc: 
of 2,000 miles. That result might be due 
to the diselectrification at the very highly 
charged transmitting elevated conductor 
operated by the influence of daylight. He 
did not think the effect of daylight would 
be to confine the working hours of trans- 
atlantic wireless telegraphy to the hours 
of darkness, as sufficient sending energy 
could be used during daytime at the 
transmitting station to make up for the 
loss of range at the signals and there- 
fore ‘this business of. communicating 
across the Atlantic would not be one of 
the works of darkness, as some people 
connected with the cable companies 
seemed to hope. It was, however, prob- 
able that had he known of that effect at 
the time of the Newfoundland experiment 
and had tried receiving at night time the 
results would have been much better 
than those they obtained. However im- 
portant wireless telegraphy might be to 
ships and shipping, he believed it would 
be of even greater importance to the 
world if found workable and applicable 
over such great distances as those which 
divided Great Britain and her colonies

Destroyed Along with Wych Street, 
on Historic London Thoroughfare. 
London Daily Mail: Wych Street, a 

quaint old thoroughfare at the city end 

of the Strand, has now finally passed out 
of existence. 

It was in the area of the Strand-Hol- 
born improvements, and its destruction 
had for some time been decided on. Ina 
few months’ time gigantic buildings of 
the most modern type will take the place 
of the quaint old houses, rich !n his- 
toric memories, that made it one of the 
points of interest in London. 

On Wednesday Jack Sheppard’s house in 
this street was finally closed and handed 
over to house breakers. Jack Sheppard 
lived there when servéng an apprentice- 
ship as a carpenter. His name was carv- 
ed by himself on a beam in the kitchen, 
where it remained until a few days ago. 
The beam is now being transferred to 
the museum of London antiquities and 
curiosities being gathered by the London 
county council. 

Wych street had many other associa- 
tions besides this. The Shakespeare head, 
31, at one time had as its landlord Mark 
Lemon, the famous humorist, who in 
after years became editor of Punch. At 
the Globe theater many chapters of mod- 
ern theatrical history occurred. The Globe 
is best known to modern ttheatergoers ag 
the scene of Mr. Penley’s triumphe, and 
as the bitrhplace of Mr. Pinero’s ‘Gay 
Lord Quex.”’ 

Almost opposite the Globe was the git- 
gantic Olympia theater, a house noted for 
having perhaps more runs of had luck 
than any other London theater. /ilts 
great size and its unfortunate position 
gave it lIfttle chance. In recent years it 
was rarely occupied. Charles Dickens was 
associated with many revels around this 
street. A more tragic memory lies tn the 
fact that Bishop Hooper was taken from 
the Ange] inn, then at the bottofh, to his 
death at Gloucester. 

Wych street took its name from Drury 
lane, of which it was a continuation. In 
old times the lane was known as the Via 
do Aldwych. Among other houses of 
amusement which in the past have cen- 
tered here was Astley’s amphitheater.

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MARCONI’S LATEST WORD. 


The Wiresless Telegraph “Not Very 
Wonderful.”’ 


The duke of Northumberland presided 
at the closing meeting of the season of 
the Royal institution, when Mr. Marconi 
delivered a lecture on ‘“‘The Progress of 
Electric Space Telegraph.’’ There was 
a large attendance. 

Mr. Marconi, In the course of his ree 
marks, said that the subject of electric 
space tclegraphy was at the present tims 
attracting probably more world-wide at- 
tention than any other practical develop- 
ment of modern electric engineering. That 
it should be possible to actuate an instrue- 
ment from a distance of hundreds or 
thousands of miles and oblige it to act 
at will and reproduce audible or visible 
signals through an electric receiver with- 
out the ald of an artificial conductor was 
an achievement both wonderful and mys- 
terious. It was, however, if they ex- 
amined the subject closely, no more wone 
derful than the transmission of telegrams 
along a telegraphic wire. The light and 
heat wavee from the sun traveled tfrough 
millions of miles of space, and sound algo 
reached the ear without any artificial con- 
ductor. It was, therefore, not wonderful 
that man should devise a means by which 
he was enabled to apply electricity to 
convey messages or power to a wire and 
cause the effect which they called an 
electric current to follow all the turns 
and convulsions which might exist in the 
wire. The space telegraphy he spoke of 
was founded on a comparatively new way 
of controlling and detecting certain kinds 
of waves much slower in rate of vibra- 
tion than light waves, called Hertzian 
waves. He went on to give a description 
of his system as he used it in his earlier 
experiments, and afterwards spoke of the 
various modifications which had _ stnce 
been made. He also explained the experi- 
ments which he and his assistants had 
conducted between S8t. Catherine’s Point 
and Poole, a distance of 30 miles. 

Present Apparatus Described. 


In describing the apparatus employed 
he remarked that it was now possible to 
establish a considerable number of wire- 
less telegraph stations simultaneously in 
the vicinity of each other without the 
message suffering any interference. He 
pointed out, however, that a powerful 
transmitter giving off waves actuated 
near one of the receiving stations might 
prevent the reception of messages to some 
extent, but it was weil to remember that 
the ordinary system of communication 
by wire and telephone might be sub- 
jected to similar interference. For ex- 
ample, it was found impossible at Cape 
Town two years ago to work the cables 
at certain times when the electric trams 
were running. The lecturer then ex- 
plained in some detail the principle of 
the coherers. It was by means of a mag- 
netic detector that he had improved upon 
the coherer hitherto employed. The de- 
tector had been successfully employed in 
the reception of wireless telegraphic mes- 
sages between St. Catherine's Point and 
Poole, and also between Cornwall and 
Poole, a distance of 152 miles. It was 
found to be more sénsitive and reliable 
than the coherer and did not require so 
many precautions in the working. It 
might be possible, he said, with that sys- 
tem to receive messages at a speed 
several hundred words a minute. 
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
